Western Clubs Top Rated In 1961 Series 


1960 Runner-Up 
USC Leads List

Southern California, runner-up 
in the 1960 College World Series, 
and a pair of other western pow- 
erhouses, are rated the pre-tour- 
ney favorites in the 15th annual 
renewal of the NCAA baseball 
championships in Omaha. 


USC’s Trojans, dried out quick- 
ly from the rain-filled 1960 tour- 
ney in which they were edged 
out by Minnesota, are ranked the 
nation’s No. 1 team in a COLLE- 
GIATE BASEBALL poll of 
coaches. The Trojans put toge- 
ther a brilliant 32-6 (collegiate 
games only) record, including a 
strong performance in defeating 
both Fresno State and Washing- 
ton State for the District 8 cham- 
pionship. 

The 1-2-3 teams in the tourna- 
ment—USC, Oklahoma State and 
Texas—also rank in that order 
in the final COLLEGIATE BASE- 
BALL poll of the season. 

Southern Cal, a strong hitting 
team, has held the top ranking 
throughout the 1961 season. Ok- 
lahoma State moved into the No. 


2 spot on the strength of its 


great 24-1 record, its strong hit- 
ting and fine pitching. 


Texas moved up into the No. 
3 position—and into a challeng- 
ing position in the College World 
Series—by whipping Arizona in 
2 straight playoff games. 


If either USC or Texas wins 
the 1961 Series, it will mark the 
first time any school has won 3 
NCAA national baseball cham- 
pionships. 

The Trojans were national 
champions in 1948 and 1958 and 
have the experience of being in 
a half-dozen College World Se- 
ries. 

Co-favored with USC are 
Texas and Oklahoma State. 

Oklahoma State, 1959 NCAA 
champ, also is a dangerous tour- 
nament threat. The Cowboys 
went 21 games before losing this 
season and come into the Series 
with a 24-1 record. The Cowboys 
are led by Jim Wixson, who 
pitched a no-hitter in the ’60 
World Series, and by Jim Dobson, 
the Series’ Most Valuable Player 
selection in 1959. 

Western Michigan (18-6), made 
a slow start this season but then 
battled through one of the tough- 
est districts (No. 4) to win the 
World Series bid. This is West- 
ern’s fifth trip to the tourney; 
they were runners-up in 1955, The 
Brones turned back Michigan of 
the Big 10 with superb pitching

that could carry them far in the

Boston College makes its sec- 
ond straight appearance in the 
World Series under former major 
leaguer Eddie Pellagrini. It’s the 
fourth trip to the Series for the 
Eagles who took the New Eng- 
land title from Connecticut in an 
extended playoff. 

Duke, the southern representa- 
tive, will be watched closely. The 
Blue Devils made it to Omaha by 


knocking off Florida State, which | h 


held a No. 5 national ranking at 
the time of the District 3 playoff. 
It’s the third Series appearance 
for Duke. The last time the Devils 
were in Omaha was when Dick 


Groat of Pittsburgh was a bud- 
ding collegian. 

Another darkhorse entry is the 
champion of District 2, the 
Orangemen of Syracuse, who are 
making their first trip to the Se- 
ries, Coached by ex-major leaguer 
Ted Kleinhans, Syracuse had a 
16-3 season and whipped St. 
John’s, Delaware and Villanova 
in its playoff. 

Veteran Coach Pete Butler 
brings his Colorado State College 
team into the World Series for a 
record eighth time. The Colora- 
dans had a fine 28-6 season and 


‘defeated the Air Force and Wy- 


oming in district playoffs. 


The 1961 College World Series 
marks an historic milestone in 
tournament history. This is the 
15th annual Series of the NCAA 
championship that began as an 
All-Star game in Boston’s Fen- 
way Park. 

From Fenway Park the Series 
moved to Kalamazoo, Mich., 
home of the Western Michigan 
club which is in the 1961 Series. 
The tourney was there for 2 
years, then moved to Wichita 
for 1 year before going to Oma- 


a. 

The i961 Series is the 12th 
straight in Omaha’s beautiful 
Municipal ball park and it brings 
one of the most colorful fields in 
the tourney’s 15-year history.

With only 3 teams entered be- 
cause of the Southeastern Con- 
ference pullout, Duke drew a bye 
and then knocked off Florida 


State in the first round, 7-2. Flor- 
ida State had tripped West Vir- 
ginia, the Southern Conference 
champ, 3-1. 

The SEC had withdrawn be- 
cause of segregation problems. 
LSU, Auburn, Florida and Geor- 
gia, in turn, turned down the 
playoff invitation.

Baylor's Goodwin Captures 
Southwest Conference Title

AUSTIN, Tex.— Whenever 
speaking of tight finishes, you 
must have the Southwest Con- 
ference in mind. 

Not only was the race close 
for the team championship, won 
by Texas over Baylor, 
the battle for individual honors. 

Ronnie Goodwin of Baylor cap- 
tured the batting crown with a 
whopping .419 average (18-for- 
43), barely beating out another 
sophomore, Terry Cobb of Texas 
A&M, .414 (24-for-58). 

A high-stepping halfback dur- 
ing the football months, Goodwin 
is a third baseman and regarded 
as one of the conference’s top 
prospects. Baylor’s Jerry Funk 
came in third in hitting at .393 
followed by Buddy Iles of TCU 
383. 

Texas’ soph Outfielder Chuck 
Knutson and Leon Baze, TCU’s 
mighty mite at third base, di- 
vided the power titles among 
them. Knutson prevailed in runs- 


batted-in, 27 to 24, but Baze, 
a 5-foot-942 slugger, was tops in 
home runs, 10 to 9. 

Cobb, a second baseman, was 
the doubles leader with 7 while 
Texas Outfielder Dave Skinner 
was the pacesetter in triples with

Pitching-wise, Baylor. veteran 
Bobby Barnett (5-0), whose 8 
wins for the season made him 
the winningest pitcher in the 
school’s history, and Texas’ Tom 
Belcher (4-0) were the lone un- 
beatens. Weldon McFarland of 
Rice dropped 1 of 5 decisions. 
All are righthanders, with Bel- 
cher the only one due to return 
in 1962.

PULLMAN, Wash.—“When I 
spit at a crack,” Buck Bailey 
once remarked, “I spit to win!” 

At the end of the current col- 
legiate baseball campaign, Bai- 
ley’s intensely competitive career 
will end. After 35 years on the 
campus of Washington State 
University, the Cougars’ colorful 
skipper is stepping down. 

Named to fill Bailey’s coach- 
ing berth at WSU is ex-Cougar 
Chuck Brayton, who compiled an 
impressive record at Yakima 
Junior College. 

Bailey, who was 65 on June 1, 
brought color and excitement to 
northwest collegiate baseball—in- 
gredients too often lacking in the 
sport. 

Buck’s mammoth figure will 
loom large on the sports scene 
for many years to come. Fans in 
Pullman, Moscow, Seattle, Cor- 
vallis and Eugene will not easily 
forget the big guy with the spirit 
of a thoroughbred, the voice of 
a bull elephant, and the emo- 
tional range of a Barrymore. 

Over the years, Buck’s teams 
have won a lot of ball games. 
But he’ll probably best remem- 
ber one that he lost. To climax 
a recent “Buck Bailey Day” cele- 
bration on the WSU campus, the 
Cougar coach pitched for his var- 
sity squad against a team com- 
prised of former Washington 
State diamond greats. Buck was 
Shelled pretty severely, but he 
loved every minute of it. 

Among those who traveled to 
Pullman for the festivities were 
Cliff Chambers, one of Bailey’s 
honor graduates who gained 
baseball fame with a no-hitter 
for the Pittsburgh Pirates 
against the old Boston Braves 
in 1951; Dr. Wilbur Bohm, for 
17 years WSU trainer and later 
with the St. Louis Cardinals; 
Orin E. “Babe” Hollingbery, head 
football coach at Washington 
State from 1926 to 1942; Howard 
Damon, a member of Bailey’s 
first team in 1927, and countless 
other Cougar alums. 

Buck’s sports career dates back 
to 1916, when he played in the 
line for Texas A&M’s football 
squad under the late Dorsett V.- 
(Tubby) Graves. Graves later 
coached baseball at the Univer- 
sity of Washington and his rival- 
ry with Bailey is legend. 

Bailey also starred for the foot- 
ball and baseball teams at Beth- 
any College in West Virginia and 
entered the coaching profession 
at San Francisco’s Cogswell 
High School. He became assist- 
ant football coach under Holling- 
bery and head baseball coach at 
WSU in 1927. 

Some of the highlights from 
Buck’s eventful career included: 

A football game in 1926, when 
a pickup team organized by Buck

Buck’s Cougar baseball teams 
won 13 Northern Division cham- 
pionships and finished second 10 
times. Buck has never prided 
himself on being a good loser. 
He hates to lose! And he goes 
down fighting. 

He roars at umpires, throws 


his hat on the ground and boots 
it, or the nearest bat, rack.

The Cougar fans one year 
started a “Hats for Bailey” fund 
drive, and presented the coach 
with a blank check.

A few weeks ago, at Corvallis, 
Oregon State coaches and fans 
paid honor to Buck before the 
Cougar-Beaver baseball game. 
Bailey received an honorary OSC 
letter award, and blushed becom- 
ingly.

This week marks the 15th anniversary of the College 
World Series. The first 2 were held in Kalamazoo, Mich. in 
1947 and 1948. Only 2 teams were represented those years. 
California defeated Yale in ’47, and Southern California 
whipped Yale in ’48. In 1949 the series was expanded to 4 
teams in a tournament held at Wichita. Texas won. Jim 
Erhler of Texas pitched a no-hitter against Tufts. 

1950 | 

Omaha was the host for the first time. Eight teams were 
represented. Texas finally won over Washington State in the 
finale, 3-0, although they lost the first game in the tourna- 
ment to Rutgers, 4-2, when Rutgers stole 7 bases including 
home. During this series Coach Buck Bailey of Washington 
State only kicked over the water bucket 12 times, and sent 
his bats flying a comparable number. 


1951 
Low-rated Tennessee was defeated by Oklahoma, 3-2, in 
the final game. The Springfield catcher, Smith, a ball of fire 
weighing 135, said to American League Umpire Jim Duffy, 
“If you’re a big league umpire, why don’t you act like one.” 
Oklahoma went through undefeated. 
1952 
Holy Cross came through the losers’ bracket to win over 
Missouri, 8-4. The Crusaders used only 11 players in the 
entire tournament. Big leaguers Dick Groat and Ear] Averill, 
Jr. represented Duke and Oregon. Pitcher Lonergan of Holy 
Cross stopped Missouri on 1 hit. 
1953 
Michigan had to beat Texas twice to win. Final score: 
Michigan 7, Texas 5. A pinch hitter for the Texans with 2 
out in the 9th hit a ground ball over first base. The hitter 
thought it was foul and didn’t run. Umpire Jim Tobin called 
it a fair ball. Tobin prevailed. 
1954 
Missouri 4, Rollins 1 in the final game. Coach Joe Justice 
of Rollins chewed out every professional scout who even 
looked at one of his kids. Pitcher Carl Thomas of Arizona 
tossed Oregon a 4-hitter, fanned 11, and was credited with 
batting in 7 runs. Outside of this performance he wasn’t of 
much use to the Wildcats that day. . . . Coach Clint Evans 
of California ordered a tub of ice for baseball headquarters. 
(“And I MEAN A TUB!”) Evans got a galvanized tub full 
and it cost him 5 bucks. The attendance record for the 
tournament of 35,403 still stands. 


1955 
Wake Forest 7, Western Michigan 6. The pre-tournament 
favorites were Western Michigan, Oklahoma A&M and 
Southern California. The Trojans were the first team elimi- 
nated. Pitcher Tom Borland (Oklahoma A&M) was voted 
the outstanding player. Don Gile of Arizona hit 2 home runs 


in one game. 
1956 


The 2 pre-tournament favorites, Arizona and Minnesota, 
met in the final game. Minnesota 12, Arizona 1. John Witti- 
chen (Mississippi) threw a 1-hitter against Bradley. 

1957 

The California Bears won 5 straight games. Only 3 runs 
were scored against them in the tournament, and 3 of Cali- 
fornia’s 5 wins were shutouts. It was the second national 
title for California, their first being in 1947. 


1958 
For the second time in tournament history a team which 
lost its first game finally won the championship, (Texas did 
it in 1950.) Southern California 8, Missouri 7 in 12 innings. 


1959 

Third baseman Jim Dobson of Oklahoma State was about 
the difference between the 3 leading contenders—Oklahoma 
State, Fresno and Arizona. Oklahoma State’s only loss in 
the tournament was to Arizona, 5-3, but came back to win 
the championship by the same score 2 days later. This 
tournament is considered one of the most evenly matched in 
College World Series history. 


1960 

Minnesota won the rubber game from Southern Cali- 
fornia, 2-1. All 3 contests between these 2 teams went extra 
innings. Tournament was delayed 4 days due to rain. Coach 
Rabb of North Carolina watched his team play from a 
stretcher. Wixson of Oklahoma State pitched the second 
no-hit game in tournament history against North Carolina.

EDITOR: 


Collegiate baseball is making great strides 
in achieving national recognition, thanks great- 
ly to the fine response the wire services are 
giving to the COLLEGIATE BASEBALL poll. 


This is a giant step forward, but we still 
have many pressing problems before we have 
collegiate baseball accepted even more. 


One of the major problems is in uniformity 
of records, and an ultimate reporting statiscal 
service, 


And another is the establishment of inter- 
collegiate schedules, for record purposes, such 
as the National Collegiate Athletic Bureau uses 
in its reports for football and basketball. 


Many institutions play as a matter of policy 
professional, semi-pro and military teams dur- 
ing the season. I am not against this policy, 


as a matter of fact, I think that playing any 
good competition is good for college baseball. 


But, I am against counting these games in 
the regular season records, and batting and 
pitching records. 


Therefore, I propose that a resolution be 
offered to the American Assn. of College Base- 
ball Coaches that ONLY games with collegiate 
teams be counted in the records and other 
games be listed as “Exhibition” games.

For 1961 Summer Action 


South Dakota, La. 
Leagues Certified 


KANSAS CITY—Twelve indi- 
vidual teams and 2 leagues, add- 
ing another 10 teams, have been 
certified by the NCAA for of- 
ficial play during the 1961 sum- 
mer. 

The certifications do not carry 
a ban against college boys play- 
ing with other teams, but the 
NCAA “strongly recommends” 
that member ‘schools prohibit 
their student-athletes from parti- 
cipating in organized leagues and 
teams which are not certified. 


According to Walter Byers, 
NCAA executive director, lack of 
certification should not be inter- 
preted against leagues or teams 
which draw their talent from the 
immediate locale or area in 
which the particular team is 
located and the teams play a 
schedule of games which require 
a minimum of travel. 

“The reason for this policy,” 
Byers said, “is that there has 
been no indiction that, problems 
exist in these leagues since the 
players, in virtually all in- 
stances, live at home, work full 
time on jobs in the community 
and play at night or on weekends 
without interference with their 
work opportunities. 


“Also, there is no inclination 
to set up a certification program 
for so-called unorganized compe- 
tition,” Byers continued. “This 
refers to pick-up teams which 
play weekends with no regular 
season schedule and with per- 
sonnel which changes from week 
to week.” 

The 2 certified leagues are the 
Basin, S D., League and the 
Southwest Louisiana Amateur 
Baseball League. 

Basin members are the Huron 
Jims, Pierre Cowboys, Rapid 
City Chiefs, Sturgis Titans, 
Watertown Red Sox and Winner 
Pheasants. 

Louisiana members are the 
Algiers Algerians, Maple Service 
Oilers of New Orleans, the 
Franklin Angels and the New 
Orleans Pelicans. 


Individual teams approved are 
the Chatham, Mass., town team; 
the Cheney, Wash., Studs; the 
Saskatoon, Sask., Can., Commo- 
dores; the Edmonton, Alb., Can., 
Eskimos; the Grand Junction, 


Colo., Eagles; the Lethbridge 
White Sox of Granum, Alb., 
Can.; the Lloydminster, Alb., 


Can., Meridians; the Sagamore 
A. A. of West Falmouth, Mass.; 
the Uraven, Colo., Miners; the 
Wareham, Mass., town team; the 
Worland, Wyo., Indians; and the 
Yarmouth, Mass., town team. 

Five requirements are set up 
by the NCAA as necessary for 
certification. 


1. Players’ jobs must be legiti- 
mate in their nature and func- 
tion. 

2. The player must be em- 
ployed at least 32 hours a week, 
receiving compensation commen- 
surate with the going rate for 
the locale. 


3. Competition must not inter- 
fere with the opportunity to 
work at least 32 hours per week. 
Aside from this, there is no limit 
on how much a student-athlete 
may play. 

4. Teams may pay actual 
round-trip transportation costs 
to and from the team’s home 
and may provide transportation 
to out-of-town games and provide 
reasonable meals and lodging if 
necessary in connection with the 
trips. : 

5. In those instances of intra- 
league or inter-league playoffs, 
there shall be no cash allowance 





or bonus given any student- 
athlete.

Need Equipment 


By W. P. (DUTCH) FEHRING 
Stanford University 

THIS WINTER I had the privilege of helping to conduct base- 
ball clinics in Europe for the Armed Forces. During this time, I 
had occasion to talk with many people, both civilian and service 
personnel, concerning the possibility of baseball being emphasized 
more in those countries. Unfortunately, there are very few baseball 
teams in Germany and France other than those sponsored and 
coached by our American Armed Forces. I did find one Babe Ruth 
team in Berlin that was composed entirely of German boys. How- 
ever, most of the German players in Little League and Babe Ruth 
League were sporadically attached to American teams. 

I urged those coaches attending our clinics, who came from Ger- 
many, France and Italy, to welcome any interested civilians to attend 
their practices and invite, through the local newspapers in their 
native languages, the citizens to attend as many of their games as 
possible. Several coaches informed me that they have done this in 
the past and even mimeographed basic pertinent facts about the 
game and passed these out to the German people prior to watching 
the contest. I talked with some of the high officials in the Amateur 
Federation Sportsbund, but they are very pessimistic about baseball 
ever being a popular sport in Germany. 

It may be a long row to hoe, but with our service personnel to 
remain over there for sometime, it is possible through their efforts 
and any of us who may again go over there in the near future, a 
seed might be planted for our great national game and grow in 
their country as well.

I THOUGHT you might be interested in these figures: 
Belgium has 15 teams—approximately 400 players 
France has 6 teams (all in Paris)—100 members 
Italy has 90 teams—1500 players 
Germany has 6 teams—100 members 
Spain (mostly Madrid and Barcelona) 50 teams—1200 players 
England has 50 teams—1300 players 
Netherlands has 134 teams—6657 members. 

The latter country seems to be our best bet to make application 
for the 1968 Olympics. 

I have been told that there is a strong wave of baseball enthu- 
siasm sweeping the Latin American countries. If any of you should 
be going there in the future, or have any friends in those countries, 
please do what you can to encourage the furthering of baseball there.

I know how COLLEGIATE BASEBALL newspaper aided in 
sending baseball equipment to Mexico. I would like to see the same 
thing done for Germany. I would like to quote you from a letter I 
received from Claus Helmig of Mannheim, Germany: “There are 
very poorly sponsored German baseball teams at Munich and 
Frankfurt... . 

“If the gap caused by the need for equipment could be filled, 
by far many more teams, at least in the Mannheim area, could be 
furnished with baseball material. The school’s authorities have ex- 
pressed towards me that they are interested in taking the game up 
in their athletics’ program for young boys. I am convinced that if 
handled right this could be the big chance for baseball] here in 
Germany.”

At "that time, too, he appeared 
to be the heir apparent to John 
McGraw as the Giants’ manager. 

“By 1931, I figured I had the 
job,” Lindstrom recalled. “But, 
then, I broke my leg and Stone- 
ham (Horace Stoneham, the 
Giants’ owner) decided to wait 
until ’32 to pick a replacement 
for McGraw, and he chose Bill 
Terry.” 

Lindstrom never was the same. 
He asked to be traded and was 
sent to Pittsburgh, where he 
played in 1932-33-34. He went to 
the Chicago Cubs in ’35 and the 
old Brooklyn. Dodgers in ’'36, 
finally finishing his 13-year ma- 
jor league career with a lifetime 
batting average of .311, 

“Not getting the Giants’ job 
was the biggest disappointment 
of my life,” Lindstrom’ said. 


“But, looking back, perhaps it 
was all for the best. 

“Maybe I was immature and 
this was the Lord’s way of set- 
ting me .straight. 

‘If I had gotten the Giants’ 
job, I might never have become 
associated with Northwestern 
and college baseball. And being 
associated with these students 
has been the biggest thrill of my 
life. 

“Tll_ always be grateful to 
Northwestern and Ted Payseur 
(who was athletic director there 
when Lindstrom arrived) for 
giving me the job. It gave me 
a second chance at life.” 

After leaving the Dodgers in 
’°36, Lindstrom operated a sum- 
mer resort in Minoqua, Wis., and 
served as a sports commentator 
for a Chicago radio station until 
returning to pro baseball as 


manager at. Knoxville in the 
Southern Assn. in’ 1940. 

He remained there through 
1941 before switching to the pilot 
post at Fort Smith in the old 
Western Assn. After spending 
1942 there, he became assistant 
postmaster in Evanston from 
1943 through ’45. 

In 1946 he served as an assist- 
ant to the Cook County (IIL) 
assessor, and in 1947 became an 
assistant baseball coach at North- 
western. 

Since 1948, when he took over 
the head job, N. U. teams have, 
more often than not, been Big 
10 contenders. In 1957, the Wild- 
cats gained their only undisputed 
title in Big 10 history. 

Among Lindstrom’s proteges 
at N.U. have been Jay Hook, Cin- 
cinnati Red pitcher, and Bob 
Will, Chicago Cub outfielder.
